Es- 
sex was next in order with a 50 
per cent. gain, with 2,341 this year 
and 1,556 in 1926. ‘The Hudson- 
Essex combination had a total of 
3,698, Hudson having registered 
1,357, a gain of twelve cars over last 
year. 

Of the total number of 44,386 
cars registered, the General Mo- 

ters group scored 56.8 per cent. 
Chevrotet placed first, Buiek sec- 
ond.with 5,123, Pontiae third with 
1,804, O-dsmobile fifth with 823, 
Cadillac sixth with 661, Oakiand 
seventh with 651 and La Salle 
had - 225. 

Buick will end the fiscal year 
August 1 with a gain of 22 per cent. 
in sales over the fiscal year, which 
started August 1, 1925. 

Pontiac had little with which to 
compare for the two years, as it did 
not get into production in 1926 until 
after the automobile show and was 
mot going good until late in the 
spring. This is borne out by the 


figures, which give 1,804 for the first | 


six months this year and only 503 
for the same period in 1926. 

Auburn scored a gain of ninety- 
three cars, with totals of 830 and 
737, respectively, for 1927 and 
1926. Chrysler had a gain of more 
than 106 cars. Reo showed the 
popularity of the Flying Cleud by 
registering good months this year 
from March on. The Wolverine, 
intreduced in May, brought the 
Reo total for the first six months 
to 673. Last year Reo had 527. 

Marmon figures indicate that the 
eight is going good. This year the 
Marmon had 247, compared with 162 
for 1926. Oldsmobile had 823 this 
year and 784 for 1926. Gardner had 
a gaim of 46 per cent. 

Intreduction of the Falcon- 
Knight seems to have attracted 
substamtial attention te Knight- 
motored ‘vehicles, as evidenced by 
the gain Stearns scored this year 
over last.

QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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Summing Up the Half Year 
FFICIAL figures covering the operations of members 

of the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce for 
the first half of 1927 leave no room for weeping, wailing and 
gnashing of teeth. The six months’ business for N. A. C. C. 
members, which includes all manufacturers outside of Ford, 
was distinctly good. 


As a matter of fact, this group of manufacturers did 9} 


per cent. more business in the first six months of 1927 than 
they did in 1926. The total production of chamber members 
was 1,744,040 units, as compared with 1,590,448 for the 
same period of last year. If any one can find cause for pessi- 
mism in that showing he must be a real Jeremiah. The June 
figures were particularly gratifying, showing a total produc- 
tion of 291,526 motor cars and trucks, a gain of 8 per cent. 
over last year’s figures. 

In considering these figures it must be borne in mind 
that 1926 was the record -year in the automotive industry. 
The production total was the highest ever and this was 
achieved in the face of a lowered Ford production. This year 
Ford production continued to drop, a condition culminating 
in the announcement of the new line. If it had not been for 
this there is no reason to doubt that 1927 would have hung 
up another record. 

In other words, the Ford slump has been the determin- 
ing cause in preventing a new production record this year. 
Evidences multiply that the Ford plant will return to top 
speed activity within a short time. It is quite possible that 
the year 1927 may show a remarkable “come back”, during 
its last six months. On present position, the year should run 
about 10 per cent. behind the record-breaking 1926 period, 
but real activity in the Ford organization may cut this down. 

At any rate, 1927 is going to leave a record as a profit- 
able year in the automotive industry. 


Road Building in 1926 


OW that figures are in covering highway construction 

in 1926, we find ‘that of the 287,000 miles of road 

included in the systems of the various states 163,000 are 

now surfaced. More than half the mileage of state roads 

throughout the country now have the hard surface that 
makes them available for continuous motor traffic. 

During 1926 nearly 20,000 miles of road were surfaced 
and as much more is under contract for the present year. 

Proceeding at this rate, we shall have a completely sur- 
faced state highway system within the next ten years, mak- 
ing every section and area of the country available for inten- 
sive motor traffic.
